ARMY OF IT ° 

OFFICIAL. 

Head-Quartesr at, Pietra, 24th Brumaire, Nov. 15. 
The enemy advanced on the 15th Brumaire, Nov. 
6, in coolide:able force againft General St Cyr at Coni. 
The Commander in Chief immediately united the divi- 
fions of Lemoine and Victor before Mondovi. Gene- 
ral Grenier, who commanded the left wing, occupied 
the camp of Dalmazo, from which he advanced on the 
r7th (November 8), againft Tenda. On the rgth 
(November 10), this General proceeded to return to 
his camp at Dalmazo, and the fame day fought a very 
obftinate battle. He then proceeded .to Demont,  be- 
caufe the enemy was mafter of the bridge of Ipnolo, 
and the ridge of mountains which cover the debouches 
of Tenda and the valley of Stura. On the 2oth 
(Nov. 11), the center of the army was attacked with 
impetuofity—The French were inferior in cavalry and 
infantry. Notwithftanding this difadvantage, their con- 
flancy and their firmnefs maintained them viftorious in 

their pofition. 

The combat was renewed on the 22d (Nov.. 13), 
and the enemy, though reinforced with 12 battalions 
of grenadiers, found the fame refiftance. Their left 
feli back with lofs, and night feparated the comba- 
tants. 

The Commander in Chief finding his ammunition 
exhaufted, and forefeeing new attempts oe part of 
the enemy, quitted Mondoyig He proce to join 


the corps of St Crr, who after a glorious affair at Novi, 
took 400 prifoners and § pieces non. .

Extract of a Letter from the Commander in Chief of the Ar- 
my of the Rhine, to the Minister at War. 


Head-Quarters General, at Manheum, 26 Brumaire’ 
(Nov. 17.) 

Yefterday, the 25th, I caufed the enemy to be at- 
tacked on.the whole line from Phillipfourgh and the 
Neckar. The 1{t divifion, commanded by General 
Delaborde, advanced on the right towards Neulatheim, 
where it attacked the enemy with the greateft intrepidi-

The brigade of the fame divifion on the left, pro- 
ceeding to Kizloch and Veiffenthal, drove the enemy 
before it as far as Graben. —The refult of this movement 
is that Phillip(burgh is again blockaded. 

The 2d divifion, commanded by General Decaon, 
attacked towards Roth with equal fuccefs. The bri- 
gade on the right advanced with rapidity by Mingelfheim 
to Obftart. Forefeeing the difficulties which this oc- 
lumn would have to-overcome before it could carry the 
{trong pofitions occupied by the enemy on the heights 
before that village, I pufhed forwards with two regi- 
ments of cavalry of the referve, and one company of 
light artillery, ‘firft to Vaghanfel by Veiflenthal, and 
Haimbruch, ‘and afterwards to Foretz and Bruchfall, 
from which the enemy were expelled and purfued as far 
as Bretten. During the fame time the brigade on the 
left advanced as far as Gotcheim —The referved caval- 
ry under the command of General d’ Hautpoult, fecond- 
ed in a complete manner thefe operations, and particu- 
larly the carabiniers. The 3d divifion, commanded by 
General Ney, deftined to afcend the Elfatz, notwith- 
ftanding the fuperior forces oppofed to him, had no lefs 
fuccefs. After an obftinate combat he took poffeffion of 
Vaibttatr, Epinges, and Sentzheim. _ The 4th divifion, 
urder the command of Baraguay d’Hilliers, was order- 
ed to clear the right bank of the Neckar, and to advance 
againft Diliberg and Langenzel. This divifion alfo com- 
pletely executed its movement and repulfed the enemy 
in all points. ‘Thefe three laft, divifions took about 200 
prifoners. Our lofs on this o¢cafion was inconfidera- 
ble. That of the enemy, on the other hand, was very 
great. We have taken from them, befides 1200 prifo- 
ners, five pieces of cannon, feveral caiffons, and fome 
baggage. All the troops difplayec the greate(t courage. 
Both the officers and foldiers are entitled to the highelt 
praife. 

BATAVIAN ARMY. 
Extract of a Letter. from the Commander in Chief to the 
French Army in Batavia, 
26 Brumaire, Nov. 17. 

I received the papers and difpatches which you fent 
me by Dumoulin, Chief of Brigade. I immediately 
communicated them to the army who feemed exceeding- 
ly well fatisfied at the happy profpeét they hald out for 
our Republic. Whatever may be the dangers necefla- 
ry to be furmounted, they will not be fuperior to our 
courzge and conflancy. ‘The army has taken the oath 
of fidelity to the Republic, founded on the three great 
bafes of Liberty, Equality, and the Reprefentative 
fyftem. ; 

THE CHOUANS. 

Extract frm the Correspondence of the Commander in Chief 

of the Army of England. 
, Angers—+21 Brumaire, Nov. 12. 

On the roth Brumaire (November 1), General of 
Brizgads Duffrefle gives an account that ao affemblage 
of 400 Chouans, having fuddenly colle&ted at Puit-Bon- 
net, he effembled on the t1th and 12th (the 2d and 
3d of November), about fix hundred men, and advan- 
ced to the bridge of Nueil, which, about two thoufand 
Chouans had barricaded with carts. Our troops fourd 
means to deftroy the barriers, ‘and having charged the 
enemy with impetuofity, put them to flight. Te re 
{ult of the victory is the difperfion of a numerous band 
of Chouans. . Five hundred of them were killed, 12 or 
1300 wounded, and one only was taken prifoner—the 
reft fied. We had zokilled, and 42 wounded—among 
the lateer feveral officers. 

Letter of thé Minister for Foreign Affairs to Foreign 

Ministers, 
Sir—I have the honour to inform you, that the Con- 
fuls of the French Republic have juft taken into their 
hands the reigns of Government. Our foreign agents 
are going to receive inftant powers to notify the fame to 
the Governments where they. refide. The political re- 
lation of France with other nations, the diplomatic re- 
lation of its Government with other Governments, re- 
main the fame. The fignal re-union of all wills, fe- 
conded by the enlightened, energetic, and unanimous 
direétion which will be -given to the public force, in 
founding the fate in future of the French. Republic, 
fhould of itfelf exalt, in the eyes of foreign Govern- 
ments, the value of thofe political relations which at- 
tach them to us. 66 REINHARD.” 
PARIS—2 FRIMAIRE, NOV. 23. 

We are affured the Confuls have already made an 
exception among the individuals comprehended in the 
decree of tranfportation in favour of General Jourdan, 
and we flatter ourfelves they are too humane not to 
make fome more. 

General Championnet had offered to refign before the 
affairs of the 18th and 19th Brumaire, November g and 
10. The new Government have accepted it. The 
command of the army of Italy ‘has been propofed to 
General Macdonald, but he declined it. Some {peak 
of giving it to General Morcau. 

The Confular Commiflion have fent into each of 
the §25 military divifions a. Commiffioner, chofen from 
among the adjourned deputies, charged with the depu- 
tation of the Conftituted Authorities. 

_ The King of Spain thas written a prefling letter to 
his Neapolitan Majefty in favour of the unfortunate 
Dulomieu. 

The French emigrants, not furnithed with a per- 
miflion to remain in Spain, have been informed by a 
new proclamation to quit that country without delay, 
under pain of being arrefted, and delivered to the 
French Government. 

By a letter from General Grenelle, of the 15th 
Brumaire, November 6, it appears, that the famous 
collection of medals, formed .at Rome, has arrived at 
Marfeilles. It is confidered as one of the moft com- 
plete and valuable in Europe. Itis deftined for the 
Mufeum at Paris. 

We are affured that there have been fome commo- 
tions at Thoulowfe. The infurgents attacked the hof- 
tages and put them to death. Some fanatics have oc- 
cafioned difturbances alfo in the department of l’Oife. 

It is faid that the meeting of Bankers held yefter- 
day, was called by Government for the purpofe of de- 
manding from them twelve millions of livres (half a 
million Sterling) for the public fervice till t Germmnal, 
March 21. ‘They did not hefitate to comply with this 
demand, and they will immediately purfue meafures 
for carrying it into execution. 

The packet named le Patriote, coming out from 
Baftia on the 15th Vendemiaire, OGober 7. was ta- 
ken the fame night’ by the Englifh.

WNeverthelefs, if his 
report is exact, he bas refumed all the potitions which 
he occupied before the retreat of the 3d, between the 
Rhine and the Neckar, and threatens to advance againtt 
Stutgard 5 but we prefume chat the Auitrians have on- 
ly failen back in order to receive reiniorcements, and 
that they will immediately re-advaace by means of the 
reinforcements which the Ancupuke can fend to their 
aid. 

The retreat of the army of [taly, in coufequence of 
the late victories of Gencval Mevas and Kray, is ad- 
mitted, as alfo that it has been obliged to feek its fafe- 
ty in ajunctica with the divifion or General St Cyr. 
The appomtment of the military command in chief in 
this quarter no one feems willing to accept. 

Some advantages are faid to have beem gained over 
the Chouans, but the accounts oa this fubject are not 
explicit.

WATSON, munister of 
said congregation, for the recal of an interdict granted by, 
the Lord Ordinary, Ankerville, “ obtained (says the petition) 
— titiously, the said interdict having been granted upon 
a bill of suspension, presented by three persuns, once mem- 
bers of the congregation, without any statement on the part 
of the petitioners having been jlaid before the Lord Ordinary.“ 

The facts upon which the petitioners rest their claim, are 
stated in the petition, in substance as follows :— : 

« The Rey. Mr Watson has for near ten years officiated as 
mivister o! a congregation of Bur her Seceders in ys parish 
of Kilpatrick, and has met with the approba‘ion of his con- 
gregation. For some years past, differences have subsisted 
amoncst the ministers of the Associate Synod of Burgher 
Seceders} upon points connected with important religious and 
political doctrines. Amongst other topics, is that which re- 
spects the power of the civil magist’ate, specified in the 23d 
chapete of the Confession of Faith, which contains doctrines 
founded on, and agreeable to the Scriptures, as Presbyterians 
have hitherto believed, and, as it is hoped, sincere Christians 
and loyal subjects will continue to believe. At last, it un- 
fortunately happened, that many of the reverend members of 
the Associate Burgher Synod so far yielded to the torrent of 
innovation, that they have thrown loose the whole important 
doctrines contained in that chapter, and have, by what is 
termed by some a conciliatory measure, left them at the mercy 
of every disciple of democracy. : 

« The Rev. Mr Watson (however ipiiee he bing to pevvont 

isagreement and rupture), yet came at last to be completely 
poe we that the mera, adopted by the Associate Synod 
were ‘such as to strike against their own standards, hostile to 
the religious principles he had always held, and in their-conse-
